4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a circuit or method having a 
combination of elements as recited in the claims including an encoder circuit for encoding a 
multiplier b based on the secondary Booth algorithm and output a selection signal depending on 
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a value on a value of i specifying three consecutive bits b2i+l, b2i and b2i-l of the multiplier B 
specified by the value of i, and including an operation mode in which the decoder circuit outputs 
a selection signal for selecting a partial product indicating -A when i is 0 and outputs a selection 
signal for selecting a partial product indicating 0 when i is not 0.
